Geographical distribution of 
UTMB students shows 1,381 
Tennesseans at the University 
of Tennessee Martin Branch, 
according to Mrs. Myrtle H. 
Phillips, registrar. 

Of the Tennesseans 1,220 
are from West Tennessee, 147 
from Middle Tennessee and 12 
from East Tenness. 

There are 87 out-of-state 
and one foreign student from 
Iran. 

Classifications show four 
special students, 18 part-time, 
one unclassified and 1,446 
freshman, sophomores. Juniors 
and seniors carrying a full pro¬ 
gram of studies. 

A total of 130 students are 
enrolled In extension classes, 
bringing the total to 1,599.

Have you ever watched a 
craftsman at work with a pot¬ 
ter’s wheel? 

It Is a fascinating process, 
an exacting and ancient art and 
one which demands hours of pa¬ 
tient labor for one to become Its 
master. 

The creation of a beautiful 
bowl or vase from a grey lump 
of clay becomes even more 
amazing when you realize that 
the one who Is producing this 
object Is totally blind. 

Such Is the case with Susie 
Dodd. Susie is a native of 
Alamo. She and her husband 
Frank G. Dodd of Huntingdon, 
both UTMB students, were mar¬ 
ried three years ago. Frank 
and Susie live In one of the 
trailers across from the old 
gym, and he Is scheduled to 
graduate this year with a de¬ 
gree In agriculture. Susie 
lost most of her sight as re¬ 
sult of a serious Illness about 
a year ago. Since last Janu¬ 
ary she has been totally blind. 

Since that time Susie, guided 
by Miss Aaltje Van Denberg, 
associate professor of arts and 
crafts of the UTMB Home Ec¬ 
onomics Department, who 
works In her free time with a 
number of other blind people 
In this area, has continued to 
work with the various hand 
crafts which loves so much. 

Susie has kept up with crafts 
In addition to learning to read 
Braille and a number of other 
such accomplishments. Last 
winter as the class In recrea¬ 
tional crafts worked with clay 
Susie fashioned birds, cats, 
dogs and other animals from the 
clay, working simply by touch. 

But her real experience with 
the potter’s wheel began this 
summer at GatUnburg. Each 
summer the U-T Knoxville 
crafts department moves to 
GatUnburg and sponsors var¬ 
ious workshops and courses, 
for which U-T credits are giv¬ 
en. Susie was the first blind 
person ever to enroll In this 
particular couse and, accord¬ 
ing to one of her Inrtructors, 
was the third person who had 
ever centered the clay on the 
wheel the first time she threw 
It. 

The process of "throwing 
a pot" on the wheel Is rather 
difficult to master, even for an 
Individual who can see what he 
Is doing. First the clay Is 
wedged to get the air bubbles 
out; then a round ball Is formed 
its size depending on the size 
of the object; the baU must then 
be centered on the wheel and to 
do this It Is wet on one side 
and thrown on the wheel, "jusi 
as hard as you can throw It,’’ 
according to Susie. 

Then as the wheel rotates 
the clay Is pressed on with the 
fingers until It feels like a 
smooth even ball. When It 


reaches this point three fingers 
of the left hand start down In the 
center of the ball to hollow It 
out, while the knuckle of 
the right forefinger Is held 
against the outside of the bowl 
to brace It. The sides must 
be pulled up to reach that de¬ 
sired shape as the wheel con¬ 
tinues to rotate. 

Finally It must be cleaned 
up, removed from the wheel 
and dried before the bottom Is 
shaped. When all this Is done It 
Is allowed to dry and then fired 
and glazed. 

Susie has been able to con¬ 
tinue her work with pottery this 
fall since the UTMB Home Eco¬ 
nomics Department has re¬ 
cently acquired a potter’s 
wheel. 

It will be used for demon¬ 
stration purposes and practical 
classroom experience, accord¬ 
ing to Miss Van Denburg. The 
wheel is a needed addition to 
the equipment of the de-. 
partment. 

A potter’s wheel In Itself 
has great significance. Not only 
Is It a useful tool, but It is 
representative of true art and 
beauty and genuine crafts¬ 
manship. The potter and his 
wheel also have had great re¬ 
ligious significance throughout 
the years. God Is likened to 
the Potter and Individuals are 
his clay. Quite often he works 
In mysterious ways to shape 
human personalities Into things 
of beauty. 

Her products usually turn 
out right because as she says 
cheerfully, "I can feel things 
other people can’t."
